vertue to cure all diſeaſes: yet in 38 yeares 
could not be cured : and the reaſon was, 
becauſe he neither of himſelſe liept in, nei- 
ther was thers any to dip him in, when the 
Angell came downe to ſtir the water. This 
is the reaſon why wee haue ſo many vn- 
fruitefull hearers at this day, that albeit 
mens ſ{oules are euen ſicke for want of 
knowledge; though they haue lien at the 
well-head , and by the water of life, and 
had 7 
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had a continuall ſound of the Goſpell i in 
their eare, yet in 59, yeares this ignorance 


cannot be expelled, becauſe when the An- 


geil of Gods will doth preach the word, & 
ſtirte vp the water of lite, they know not 
how to moue their cares towards it. This 
therefore (beloued) ] haue ſet downeas a 
direction, to teach men how to heare: 
Therefore learne this Sermon; & profit by 
all, ueglect this, ani loo!e all, I baue called 
it a lewell, as Chriſt called the Goſpell a 
Pearleʒ for without this Ie well, you ſhal ne- 
ucr fiude that Pear e. I haue fitted ir for the 
care, vnto which it you apply it, it ſhal be 
an ornament to the eare, as Salomon ſaid of 
iſdome, it would be as a chaine to thy 
necke therefore faile not but apply it. He 
that luffered the lewes to rob the y#gyp* 
tians of their le els, and whey they after 
incleed chem to make a Calle, did (uffer vs 
to rob them of their !Hiritualilewell: Let 
vs take heede , leaſt or our abuſe of the 
word, he {t rvpthe lex es againe to robbe 
vs of tis Peatle ot the Coſpell, and canle 
them to riſe againe by our fall, as we haue 
riſen by theirs, Cc dot his mercy turne 
our hearts, and teach vs to imbrace his 
word as we oug ht. Amen.
